Salt Lake

mission ordered a reduction in the 
case of the Southern Pacific Company, 
and March 23 of this year. 
The latter company appealed to the 
courts but was compelled to put the 
lower rates into effect March 23 of 
this year, and the sum to be repaid 
by the Salt Lake represents the mon 
ey collected up to that date, and which 
by order of the commission was im 
pounded, pending a settlement by the 
courts. 
The $20,000 excess paid to the rail 
road and which will now be returned 
to the shippers represents the over 
charge of less than four months and 
means a reduction in the gross freight 
income of the Salt Lake from the har­ 
bor of more than $60,000 a year.

“Outdoor life Is the suitable place 
for the child. All things that tend to 
evil can be eliminated.
